In Spokane he will be met by 
Daniel Morgan, a member of the

They 
will confer with Governor Haw- 
ley, members of the State Immi- 
gration Board and the Chamber 
of Commerce, and discuss the 
plans of Boise to bid for the 1913 
Congress. 

The entire tour will occupy 40 
days, and is made at the special 
request of the Canadian Board of 
Control of the International Dry- 
Farming Congress, to urge upon 
the people of the States to attend 
the Congress in Alberta this fall 
and show the world the possibil- 
ities of their country—in fact the 
products of the entire American 
continent are to be displayed for 
the benefit of the thousands who 
will attend from all parts of tbe 
world.

by beating with sinall sticks, saturated 
In blood and then dried, on “guegas” or | 
tightly stretched mats of plaited tule 
leaves, 

The dancer ties on his bead the skin 
and borns of the head of a deer—which 
1s often better than his own—and from 
his belt of deer hide hang many deer 
hoofs, which rattle continuously as he 
goes through the steps of the dance. 
In bis hands he carries two targe rat- 
tles, made of gourds partly filled with 
pebbles. These he also aiakes to keep 
time to the music. | 

The dancer tries to tmitate, as far! 
as possible, the movements of the deer. 
He shakes himself sideways and with 
his hands makes motions ¢imilar to 
those of the deer'’s long white tail as 
the animal goes running swiftly over 
the plain, leaping through the un- 
derbrush or trying to free himself 
from the files which infest the valleys 
of the mountains. Ue whiris around, 
jumps and leaps straight up and down 
into the air. When we are teust ex- 
pecting it another pascola appears, 
wearing the head of a coyote, a bear 
or a puma, chases the deer, tries to} 
bite him, leap on his back or otherwise
